CAMPAIGNERS have hailed a new law punish¬ 
ing controlling behaviour as ‘a significant step 
forward' in strengthening legislation around 
domestic abuse. 

The new law views coercive behaviour in abu¬ 
sive relationships as an offence, which could 
carry a sentence of up to five years. 

A spokesman for Bedfordshire Domestic and 
Sexual Abuse Partnership (BDSAP) said: “We 
welcome this new law which recognises, for the 
first time, that coercion and controlling behav¬ 
iour are key underlying factors in a domestic 
abuse situation. 

“The new powers mean that these behaviours 
can now be prosecuted in their own right.” 


Detective inspector Aaron Kiff, lead of the 
force’s domestic abuse investigation and safe¬ 
guarding unit, said: “Curtailing the freedom of 
another person and causing distress and damage 
is not acceptable and will not be tolerated. 

“Often this behaviour prevents victims coming 
forward and inflicts a life of fear, isolation and 
intimidation.” 

This follows a report released last month about 
the overall performance of Bedfordshire Police 
which commended the force’s dedication to pro¬ 
tecting victims of abuse. 

The BDSAP spokesman added: “We will con¬ 
tinue to work with police to tackle this challeng¬ 
ing and complex issue. A number of agencies, 
play a crucial role in tackling domestic abuse 
which can only be done through effective part¬ 
nership working.” 


Women still paying 
for right to give birth 


RESEARCHERS call it ‘The 
Motherhood Penalty’. But the negative 
long-term effect for women who take 
maternity leave is actually just a good 
old fashioned disgrace. Despite us 
now being in 2016, the situation for 
female managers over 40 is the worst 
it has been for a decade. 

The picture for women in general, 
according to the latest figures from 
the Office for National Statistics, 
shows the gap for median hourly 
earnings stands at 19 per cent. 

Last month, these findings were pre¬ 
sented to the women and equalities 
select committee ahead of an inquiry 
by MPs into why the gender pay gap 
still exists. Presumably this will cul¬ 
minate in some tough talk and per¬ 
haps even an Act. But haven’t we been 
here before? In 1970 with the Equal 
Pay Act, in 1975 with the Sex 
Discrimination Act and in 2010 with 
the Equality Act? The solution will not 
be a simple one but must surely lie in 
enforcing anti-discrimination laws to 
protect all working parents.

“Tackling gun crime is a key priority for the 
force and thankfully incidents like this are 
rare. We take all firearms offences incredibly 
seriously and our officers are carrying out 
enquiries to track down the person responsi¬ 
ble.”

A FAMILY had a near miss 
this week after a car 
ploughed into their living 
room where the children 
had been playing moments 
before. 

The Baheten family had 
been relaxing and playing 
games duringtheir Christmas 
break just before the 
Mercedes crashed into their 
home at around 4pm on 
Tuesday. 

The car crash threw their 
couch from one side of the 
room to the other, destroyed 
their wall, living room, com¬ 
puter, Christmas gifts, and 
Christmas tree. 

Blaise Baheten, 39, who 
lives at the house with his 
wife Hannette, also 39, and 
their three children aged 17, 
nine, and five, said he and his 
family feel incredibly lucky 
they did not lose more. 

Blaise said: “My children 
had been playing on the 
PlayStation all morning, so I 
told them to go to the park. 

“They can’t have been gone 
15 minutes when the car 
came bursting through. 

“We have lost a lot of per¬ 


sonal belongings but we are 
very lucky that no-one was in 
the room when it happened.” 

Blaise, who has lived in the 
house for two years, was 
allowed back into the prop¬ 
erty following investigations 
by the fire service and coun¬ 
cil, and he is waiting for his 
landlord to update him on 
how they stand with the 
insurance company for get¬ 
ting their home fixed. 

Luke Shore, 37, an eyewit¬ 
ness to the event said: “I 


couldn’t really believe what I 
was seeing. I pulled up to the 
road near Tesco with my girl¬ 
friend and saw the vehicle 
was just stationary. 

“I was about to wind my 
window down to ask the driv¬ 
er what was going on, when I 
heard his engine rev, and he 
shot across the central reser¬ 
vation, clipped a car, and 
shot into the house.” 

Police are not investigating 
as it is not believed any crim¬ 
inal offence has taken place.

Project to boost 
inclusion in sport

WORK must be done to engage black and 
minority ethnic (BME) groups and women in 
sport according to a new study. 

In a report by Sporting Equals, it was found 
that in Luton there is a need to provide more 
female volunteers and coaches for all-female 
sport, to be more receptive to the cultural 
needs of the community, and also to increase 
engagement with the young population 
through social media. 

Councillor Aslam Kham, portfolio holder for 
public health, said: “Sport and physical activ¬ 
ity is still a relatively low priority among many 
people in Luton’s South Asian BME communi¬ 
ties. We need to look at the facilities, both 
indoor and outdoor that are accessible in 
these areas and to understand the specific 
requirements of the community and explore 
where current provision isn’t meeting needs.” 

Lunding has been secured to help BME 
women and girls in Luton into coaching 
through a number of roles such as community 
enablers, activaters and leaders within their 
chosen sport. 

The project is called Me Time Leaders, and 
has a target of achieving 30 women qualified 
by March and also enabling 150 women to 
attend health and wellbeing workshops in the 
hope of educating not only themselves but 
also their families. 

An event is being held from 4-7pm on January 
27 at River Bank School where attendees can 
give their views on how to achieve the aims 
and find out more about Me Time Leaders. 


Right up your street 

A new start for 
main link with 
county town 

AT the start of a new year Howard Chandler 
considers one of our newer roads, New 
Bedford Road, which opened in 1832... 


Before town councils and highways agencies, 
roads were repaired by Turnpike Trusts which 
raised money from tolls. 

From 1727 to 1879 the Luton District 
Turnpike was responsible for the road from St 
Albans and to Bedford. The existing road to 
Bedford was a narrow and twisty lane that 
took a difficult route over the Barton Hills. 

The new road was needed to improve trade 
and communication, especially important as 
no rail link would exist until 1868. 

No record exists of any formal road opening 
in 1832 and it was left to map makers to 
decide what to call a road. I have seen 19th 
century maps with what we now call Old 
Bedford Road marked as Barton Road and 
Bedford Road with the ‘New’ name first seen 
in 1851. In 1936 a proposal to name the part 
after Stockingstone Road ‘New Bedford Road 
North’ was rejected by the council.

Stop punishing children 

AS we enter a new year, I would like to 
draw your readers’ attention to the 
plight of thousands of children across 
the UK. 

And the fact that the prison system 
is jeopardising thousands of chil¬ 
dren’s right to see their dads. 

Barnardo’s new survey of the prison 
visiting system in England and Wales 
finds that visiting hours are increas¬ 
ingly being taken away to punish pris¬ 
oners leaving some children with just 
two hours a month to visit their dad 
behind bars. Meanwhile those 
awarded the ‘enhanced’ status of four 
or more visiting hours has fallen by 16 
per cent. That’s why Barnardo’s is 
calling for an end to family visits 
being used to discipline prisoners. 

Having a parent in prison can leave 
children more likely to develop men¬ 
tal health issues, underperform at 
school, and tragically go on to offend 



themselves. It’s time for a sea change 
in the way these overlooked and iso¬ 
lated children are treated. 
Government and prisons must work 
together to ensure that the visiting 
system, whilst recognising the need 
for security, never punishes children.

Power to the people 

This week’s blog comes from 
reporter Nick Smith, who give 
his take on the proposals for 
the new Hatters stadium and 
why it is a breath of fresh air 
compared to recent stadium 
relocations... 


WHILE I can’t profess that 
Luton Town is my first team, 

I am nonetheless delighted 
by the new plan for a stadi¬ 
um in the centre of the town. 

I say this as a follower of 
the club and also as a foot¬ 
ball fan in general. 

So often do we see clubs 
which have been based in 
historic old grounds, packed 
with character located in the 
centre of town, pushed out 
of their historic home and 
away from the fans. 

A prime example just down 
the road is Bedford Town, 
which reformed in 1989 hav¬ 
ing sold their old ground to 
the Charles Wells brewery. 

In 1992, the year I was 
born, as they climbed the 
pyramid, they moved out of 
the town to Cardington on 
the outskirts of town. 

I’m originally from Bedford 
and don’t know anyone of 
my age who supports their 
hometown club. 

Speaking to people as to 
why this is, it’s mostly down 
to not knowing there was a 
club on their doorstep, along 
with the obvious allure of 
more ‘glamourous’ clubs. 

While attendances have 
dropped since the 1950s for 
a variety of reasons, it’s hard 
to imagine thousands of peo¬ 
ple turning out for a Bedford 
Town game nowadays. 

I think Gary Sweet and 
Luton Town 2020 should be 
commended on their plans to 
locate the new Luton Town 
stadium to Power Court, as 
learning from experience, 
when out of town grounds 
were all the rage, they are 
more trouble than they’re 
worth.

City, who are only just now 
getting back to some sem- 
blence of normality following 
their expensive relocation to 
the Ricoh Arena, which truth 
be told is closer to neigh¬ 
bouring town Nuneaton than 
it is to their spiritual home. 

I’m a Leicester City fan 
myself, a team which has 
been reaping the benefits of 
their new stadium in recent 
years after a dodgy start. 

Morever, it’s a stone’s 
throw away from the old 
ground. 

Problems I’d point to with 
my own club’s ground is the 
atmosphere being like at a 
typical bowl stadium. 

Having attended the meet¬ 
ing where Mr Sweet unveiled 
the new proposals for the 
Power Court site, he was 
quick to say that some of 
what makes Kenilworth Road 
what it is would be incorpo¬ 
rated into any new stadium, 
along with not over-estimat¬ 
ing the capacity. 

17,500 was the figure 
quoted, with a possibility of 
expanding to 22,500 if 
deemed necessary. 

Mr Sweet said that he 
wouldn’t want to see empty 
seats at every home game - 
which having seen The Foxes 
play in League One in front 
of less than half capacity 
crowds - is not something 
you want for the club finan¬ 
cially or for fan experience. 

I understand the trepidation 
from some given the long 
and storied history of new 
homes for the Hatters which 
have led to nothing but dis¬ 
appointment, but I think this 
is a truly exciting time for the 
club - and the best move for 
all going forward.

Grrreat! Bear Club 
hits funding target

THE owner of a popular jazz 
club saved from closure 
thanks to generation dona¬ 
tions from members of the 
public has said it is all down 
to ‘the spirit of Luton’. 

After the Bear Club was 
made subject to an excessive 
noise order served by Luton 
Borough Council in 
November, local people 
rallied around to raise the 
£10,000 necessary to save it 
via a JustGiving page. 


The venue, in Guildford 
Street, only needed £9,400 to 
help soundproof the club. 

The money is to be spent on 
sound mitigation equip¬ 
ment, which it is hoped will 
eliminate excess noise. 

On the club’s JustGiving 
page, it stated: ‘As one of 
Luton’s few remaining indus¬ 
trial buildings, it comes with 
challenges of how to do this 
right, respectfully and with¬ 
in a reasonable scope.’ 

A final donation of £200 
from Luton Town Football 
Club pushed it over its target, 


with a spokesman for the 
club commenting: “Let’s fin¬ 
ish this off. It’s the Luton 
thing to do.” 

More than 4,000 people 
signed a petition to urge the 
council to keep it open. 

The club’s owner, Justin 
Doherty, said: “Anyone in 
doubt about the spirit and 
community of Luton need 
look no further than this. 

“We can’t wait to reopen 
and bring in old friends and 
new ones too. Great music 
and friendship will await 
you.”

Flying in face of 
the festive spirit

RESIDENTS have again 
called for tougher action on 
fly-tippers after yet more 
rubbish was dumped over 
the Christmas period.

There are two 
food shops right next to that 
area so that’s not good news 
- more rubbish and it’s a ver¬ 
min feast. 

“There is a councillor who 
lives on that estate so do not 
tell me that they did not see 


it. Why is nothing being done 
about it?” 

A number of residents have 
told LoS they want a ‘zero- 
tolerance’ approach to the 
issue. 

Luton Borough Council said 
officers were reviewing CCTV 
footage from the square. 

A spokesman said: 
“Residents are asked to sup¬ 
port efforts to keep Luton 
tidy by taking their recycling 
to the tidy tips when NRCs or 
their kerbside bins are full. 

“We recognise that recy¬ 


cling facilities are in greater 
demand at this time of year 
and therefore ensured this 
site was emptied before the 
holidays on Christmas Eve. 

“Crews were back in opera¬ 
tion on Monday when the 
site was cleared again.”

Enchanting tales 
of local folklore 

WITCHES, extra-large giants, Roman conquer¬ 
ors, pub landlords and witches - these are just 
a few examples from the cast of zany charac¬ 
ters that illuminate this particular collection of 
fairytales. 

Bedfordshire Folk Tales is professional story¬ 
teller and Bedford woman Jen Foley’s first pub¬ 
lished book. In it she explores little-known 
Bedfordshire legends and brings them to life by 
weaving folklore together with stories from her 
own imagination. 

The book begins with the ghostly story of a 
Luton merchant named John who buys a huge 
black dog to protect his family from rival gangs 
after he becomes a smuggler, based on old 
legends of a sinister black hound said to con¬ 
front travellers on the road that is now the A6. 

Foley awakens readers’ interest in 
Bedfordshire’s rich and vibrant history by inter¬ 
twining ordinary, relatable characters with fair¬ 
ytales and folklore. 

I’ve read several authors’ attempts to ‘pro¬ 
mote’ Bedfordshire by commenting on their 
story’s local setting over and over and the 
effect is rather contrived. 

But Foley is sparing with the local referenc¬ 
es, using her home county as a springboard 
rather than a literary claxon. The appeal of 
Bedfordshire tales will endure with readers who 
live beyond the region’s borders. 

The book is paced well - tales of highway¬ 


men terrorising Houghton Conquest residents 
and giants smashing up Luton’s landscape are 
broken up by understated, charming romances 
between Saxon citizens and Roman nobles. 

The story of Saint Christina, an Anglo- 
Saxon heiress who goes to extraordinary 
attempts to resist marriage and lead a holy life, 
is haunting. 

Foley is a natural storyteller but has strug¬ 
gled with the transition from speech to print. 
Her first book is promising - Bedfordshire Folk 
Tales is an action-packed romp across 
Bedfordshire’s history, with fairytales ranging 
from creation stories passed among our first 
settlers to myths that Foley imagines comforted 
a 19th century Roxton community. 

Yet the quality of her writing varies; at times 
her phrasing is clumsy and awkward, while 
other stories flow neatly. 

Adults on the hunt for a compelling but 
nuanced collection of local folklore will find 
Bedfordshire Folk Tales doesn’t hit the spot. 

It’s clear the book is aimed at kids and 
although Foley doesn’t shy away from or dumb 
down difficult topics, she has watered down 
her writing style for young readers. 

The book makes a perfect bedtime story 
compendium for parents to share with their 
children and with more time to grapple with the 
genre Foley may produce some excellent work.

Skoda Superb 



Take a look inside... 


Skoda’s Superb gets a smart new 
suit, a slicker chassis and better 
engines. The weird twin-opening 
hatch is replaced by a more 
conventional rear aperture but 
there’s still more space inside 
than in some London starter 
homes and the pricing remains 
sensible. 

Skoda’s been dipping into the 
almost unlimited largesse of the 
Volkswagen Group to bring us 
some mouthwatering engine and 
gearbox combinations with this 
latest Superb. There was a time 
when Skoda was just given the 
cast-offs, the engines that were 
in the final years of production, 
while Audi and VW got the shiny 
new technology. That’s not the 
case any longer, with the Superb 
getting petrol engines like the 
excellent downsized 124bhp 
1.4 and even a monster 2.0-litre 
turbo with 276bhp, four-wheel 
drive and a dual-clutch DSG 
gearbox. In between those ex¬ 
tremes, petrol folk get to choose 
between a 148bhp version of the 
1.4-litre TSI unit and a DSG-only 
218bhp 2.0-litre TSI variant. 

Go diesel and you’re looking at 
148bhp and 187bhp 2.0-litre TDI 
engines with six-speed manual 
or DSG ‘boxes. Both of these 
engines are also available with 
all-wheel drive options. 


The torsional rigidity of the 
chassis increases by 12%, yet 
weight is down by 75kg for 
a body-in-white, due to the 
strategic use of high-tensile steels 
where required. The clever 
MQB chassis, which underpins 
the Volkswagen Golf and Passat, 
is used here in its longest guise 
to date. 

After the bold exterior, the 
interior feels a bit safe in its 
aesthetics, but there can be 
few complaints about either 
quality or space. At 4,861 mm 
long and 1,864mm wide, the 
third generation Superb is 28mm 
longer and 47mm wider than its 
predecessor, while the 2,841 mm 
wheelbase is 80mm longer, allow¬ 
ing for greater space within the 
passenger compartment. Rear 
legroom is frankly ridiculous. 

It’s vast in the back. The boot is 
30-litres larger than before, at 
625-litres, expanding to a cavern¬ 
ous 1,760-litres with the rear seat 
backs folded. 

The Skoda Superb looks the 
part, making it ever easier to 
convince those whose car views 
are at least a decade out of date 
that a Skoda deserves a place 
on your shortlist if you’re in the 
market for a medium-ranger. It’s 
slick, presentable and, yes, simply 
clever.

Another New Year is upon us 
- it really hasn't felt like 12 
months since we last said 
that.

But manager John Still 
couldn’t get the new-look side 
to perform consistently, 
which cost him his job in 
December, and his successor, 
yet to be appointed at the 


time of writing, faces a big 
task in salvaging their cam¬ 
paign. 

BEDFORD BLUES 

The mood around Goldington 
Road at the turn of the year is 
much more positive than at 
the end of last season, which 
ended in a lOth-place finish 
in the Championship - the 
lowest in director of rugby 
Mike Rayer’s decade in 
charge. 

A lack of confidence saw 
wins hard to come by in the 
first few months of the year, 
leading to some critics to pre¬ 
dict a struggle against relega¬ 
tion this campaign. 

How wrong they (ahem) 
were as the Blues have gone 
through an exciting revival in 
the second half of 2015, play¬ 
ing the sort of expansive, 
flowing rugby that they had 
become renowned for. 

As things stand, a push for 
the play-offs is very much on

LUTON players will be fully sup¬ 
portive of David James if the ex- 
England goalkeeper is appointed 
their next manager, according to 
goalkeeper Mark Tyler. 

The 45-year-old, who watched the 
Boxing Day 2-0 League Two defeat to 
Wycombe from the Kenilworth Road 
executive seats, is the 1/2 bookmak¬ 
ers’ favourite to succeed John Still. 

James has already spent time with 
Luton - the club he supported as a 
boy - over the last 18 months on his 
way to securing his UEFA A-Licence, 
including some time on the practice 
pitch with Tyler. 

“Jamo’s been great for me, just 
watching him in training, the goal¬ 
keeping side of it, that’s it really.

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Luton defender Stephen O’Donnell opens up about his three months in the wilderness 


Starting afresh 
after long exile

STEPHEN O'Donnell says his long 
Luton lay-off was not what he'd 
imagined when he left Scotland - 
but that his three-month exile 
wasn't all down to a hernia opera¬ 
tion. 

The right-back swapped Scottish 
Premiership outfit Partick Thistle for 
the Hatters in the summer but his 
new club went on a five-game win¬ 
less start to the League Two cam¬ 
paign and the 23-year-old admitted 
that his performances for Town had 
not been good enough. 

While results picked up in 
September, O’Donnell was substitut¬ 
ed during the 2- 0 win over Wimbledon 
and dropped for the 3-1 victory at 
Morecambe three days later. 

After ten appearances he played no 
further part in first team affairs but 
almost a month passed before it was 
revealed a hernia operation was 
required. However, the defender has 
admitted he was raring to go a fort¬ 
night after going under the knife. 

Manager John Still was sacked on 


December 17 and caretaker boss 
Andy Awford brought the Scot back 
from the wilderness for Monday’s 0-0 
draw at Portsmouth. 

O’Donnell said: “It was a nice 
change. I’ve kind of been in the cold 
for a good two months. I had an 
operation when I first dropped out. I 
had a hernia since pre-season and it 
was good to get that fixed, but obvi¬ 
ously I want to play and that wasn’t 
going to happen, so I needed to make 
the decision for myself. 

“I managed to get fixed and hope¬ 
fully [I’m] getting back in. You need 
to be patient. Sean [Long] has been 
really good. 

“You can’t really look for excuses. I 
was looking to play two weeks after I 
came back [from the operation] and 
you can’t be moaning and knocking 
on the door and saying, ‘why am I not 
playing? I came down here wanting 
to play.’ You’re never going to be 
happy [if you’re not] and if you find a 
player that is happy then it’s maybe 
not the right attitude.” 

Yet, despite his desire to get back on 
the pitch, O’Donnell’s time in the 
Kenilworth Road wilderness totalled 
17 games. 

Even though they struggled to just 
six victories in that time, he had to 


watch on as Scott Cuthbert, Long - 
who returns to Reading after his loan 
ended yesterday - and midfielder 
Alex Lawless were all preferred in his 
position. 

O’Donnell said: “Lootball is a funny 
old game, you can’t dwell on it too 
much. It was hard to take. I moved 
away from my family. It was getting 
injured and not doing well enough 
which allowed me to get the opera¬ 
tion. It isn’t something I’d pictured 
when I signed in the summer. 

“All you can do is keep working 
hard and trying to apply yourself at 
training. You can be grumpy when¬ 
ever you’re not playing, especially 
when there are defeats. Players are 
going to want to play when there’s 
obviously something not quite click¬ 
ing. That’s football, you need to take 
the highs with the lows.” 

The shut-out at Lratton Park was 
only Luton’s sixth of the season and 
O’Donnell is now hoping for a fresh 
start in his Hatters career. 

“Hopefully I’ll be involved,” he said 
before yesterday’s trip to Bristol 
Rovers, adding: “There may be a cou¬ 
ple of reasons but, at the end of the 
day, my performances haven’t been 
good enough, but hopefully I can 
kick on now.”
